SATELLITES FOR MOBILE TRU 


A pair of satellites will kf 
in 1994 to establish an integr 
American Mobile Communications _ 
voice and data services to mobile terminals 
throughout Canada and the U. S. 

Mobile users will have access to a wide 
array Of integrated voice and data services 
using small, compact terminals similar to 
cellular phones. Services will include voice, 
fax, positioning, and data communications to 
users on land, sea, and in the air. 

This two-way radio system will allow 
U.S. trucks moving in Canada to communicate 
with their companies in the United States. 
Canadian trucks in the U.S. could also be in 
contact with their home base. Each satellite 
has the ability to support up to 3200 radio 
channels, depending upon antenna used and the 
bandwidth allocated. The satellites will have 
an operating life of 10 to 12 years, and will 
cover all of Canada, the U.S., Alaska, Hawaii 
and Mexico. Later improvments will include 
two-way voice, mobile fax, public phones, and 
remote vehicle monitoring. So, what's next? 
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
